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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is the answer to the interview on 5/06/2005. 

2. Claims 1-20 are pending in this application. 

Drawings 

3. This application has been filed with 2 sheets of formal drawings which are 
acceptable by the examiner. 

Examiner's amendment 

4. The authorization for this amendment was given by Mr. Kent E. Genin (Register 
# 37,834) on 5/06/2005. Should the changes be unacceptable to applicants, an 
amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such 
an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

The application has been agreed to amend as follows: 
- Claims 1 1-16 are cancelled. 

Response to Arguments 

5. With respect to the rejections of pending claims 1 1-16 under U.S.C § 103(a), 
applicants agree to cancel these claims. With respect to the rejections of pending claim 
1 under U.S.C § 103(a), applicants point-out that the subject matter of this claim is 
further narrower by claiming a system with distinguished means: "means for 
determining...", "means for establishing...", "means for generating and storing...", this 
reason has been fully considered and is persuasive. Therefore, the previous rejections of 
pending claims 1-20 have been withdrawn. 
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Allowable Subject Matter and Reason for Allowance 

6. The closet available prior art of Hogan et al., Farris et al. (US Pat. 6,504,907), 
Pruett et al. (US 5,953,389), and Crawford; however, as in claims 1 comprising three 
means-plus-function elements, these references fail to teach or suggest a system for 
generating billing and computer usage time information for unrelated host computer 
networks subscribing to security services from a remotely located security server, 
comprising: 

means for determining if a remotely located computer is authorized to access 
one of the plurality of unrelated host computer networks (see the specification: ref. 22 
of Fig. 1, and page 9, paragraph 0009; NAS server 30, and service bureau 22 in pp. 5-6 
in paragraphs 0014-0015). 

means for establishing a connection between the remotely located computer user 
and one of the plurality of unrelated host computer networks (see the specification: the 
NAS 30 and its control of the communication server 20 once the NAS has authenticated 
the user in FIG.l, p.3 paragraph 0009, and pp.5-6, paragraph 0015); and 

means for generating and storing a user log (see the specification: the NAS 30 of 
Fig. 1, and the functionality described in Fig. 2 at 56 and on pp.5-6 in paragraphs 0015- 
0016). 

Therefore, the invention is allowable over the prior arts for being directed to a 
combination of claimed specific elements as indicated above. 

Conclusion 

7. Claims 1-10, and 17-20 are patentable; claims 17-20 are renumbered as 1 1-14.
